House tvunt into committee uf tlie 
whole, Mr. DiagwalJ m the ohair. 

An amendment to claase 11 was added, 
giving the company power to acquire chiir- 
ter and operate steamers and otbor vessels 
' in connection with the lino. 

The insertion of' a clause referring to 
arbitration caused consideruble diacuaaioii, 
the possibility of ^uch coiitin^^oiicy Riviiij,' 
rise as to whellicr it, would bo belter in 
the interest of thuae thriui!<h wliuae land 
the lino might paaa to allow the clause 17 
to remain, and t^ivo the power of appeal 
from arbitration or whether it should be 
struck out and make the ohnrter also sub- 
ject in ihia respect to the Consolidated 
Kailway Act of Canada, which allowed 
no appeal from the decision of the board 
of arbitrators. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe and Mr. Martin 
thought the power of appeal continued 
almost lul injini um would lie to the deiri- 
ment of the poorer party to the suit, 
which would in every case be the farmer, 
and therefore they were of the opinion 
that it was in the interest of the littler 
that the right of appe.il should be refused 
and urbiualioii be made tinal. 

Mr. T. Davie uil»;rpreted the clause as 
meaiiiiijj' that the rij.;htof appeal from the 
arbiters' decision could bo taken into the 
supreme court, as any ordinary suit. 

•Mr. Semlin — Queatioii. 

'Mr. T Davie — It la all very well for 
the honorable gentleman to cry "([ul's- 
tion," but does he uiidoratand the elauaei 
If he does, all right; but if ho does not 
he had hotter not any anything. [Liugh- 
ter]. 

5lr. Seniliu — You 3aid that you did. 

Sir. r. Davie — I did not say so I giivo 
what I deemed to be the iiitenii -n with 
which tho cluuHo was inserted, that is 
what the clause might bo coiiatru ^d as 
meaning. iS'nw I am aatislicd with it 
[laughter] — that is, as to what its intent 
IS, uaiuely, that an appeal from an award 
can be taken by either party into the su- 
preme court. It ia fur this houaa to aay 
whether it will give tbeni that power or 
not. It is fiir the govorninent to say 
which ivill be in the interests of the far- 
mers or other ou neraof property through 
which the railway may pass. 

Mr. Dunsmuir moved in amendment to 
clause 18 that the time limit for tho 
guaranttie deposit be (jroscribod to 30 days 
instead of 90 day.'!. 

Mr. McTaviah said that tho more ox - 
tended time was required to raise the 
money. Hia own e.xporieiicu told him 
that §10,000 was not so easily raised as 
some people aoomed to imagine. [Laugh- 
ter], riio liuiuiiubiu gniitlem.in (Mr. 
Dunaniuir) had not given hia reasons for 
Ijioving the anivMulinent. 

J\^r- Punapiuir said that the Clements 
pofppany had been required to make a 
siniiUr deposit within ten days after the 
passing of tho act. ■ 

Mr. Drake — la this a point of order '( 

Mr. Dunsmuir— iS'o; they are iny rea- 
sons. [Laughter ] Ho went on to say 
that ho had been riMjuired to deposit 
$250,000 guarantee within sixty days after 
iho passage of the settlement bill . If the 
promctora of the bill were not prepared 
to deposit .?10,000 within thirty days he 
would ndvisc them not to attempt to build 
the lino at all . 

Hon. Mr. Robstin did not supp-so that 
t\\o last spaaker had moved tho amend- 
fpeut from any motive of delicacy, but 
frofp the de°ire to aoo if tho promoters 
"were really in eariiost, so that if it proved 
they were not tho fact would become 
sooner Icnown and enable him to become 
AWsre of it in lime to so shape his ousi- 
fieiisi »nd deal with his railway plant that 
he could take steps to build a branch lino 
from the island railway to that district. 
If they were in earnest the promoters 
could as easily deposit the sum in ten as 
' in ninety days. If they wore not in a 
position to go on with tho railway it was 
.... surely in the interests of Saanioh that 
'•''*"the hon. member for Nanainio (Mr. 
Dansmair) should become aware of the 
f&et iD time'^tqitake the necessary steps to 
Khift bil ptskiit and construct the line him- 



self, which he could run through not 
simply in two years, but in a few months. 

Mr. Drake would like to pin Mr. Duns- 
muir down to his announced intention of 
building the railway to the district, and 
if the promoters of this bill could get a 
guarantee to that effect he had no doubt 
they would withdraw th.o bill. He thought 
after it had boon shown that tho hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Dunsmuir) was an inter- 
ested person, the amendment came with 
a very bad grace from him. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said he was prepared to 
build the lino provided no one else did. 

Hon, Mr. Ilubson — The hon. gentle- 
ni<in (Mr. Drake) acouBeB:^:;8nothor hon. 
ipamber ■ of '^heiiiK an intereated-iiparty. 
Am I to understaiid thai'hev(Mr^^Drake) 
is not int'ereited'in the protnotiiDn;'of this 
line — that'be has' no intt»rest'in"it'wliat- 
evor? 

Mr. Drake — None whatever. 

lion. Mr. Kobaon (glancing acroas the 
house whf^9>JVlr»^Orake's legal partner 
waa j^foeived 'to be in oloae cooBultation 
with one of the proinoters'of th'e bill). 
Well — really [Laughter.] 

:Mr. T. Davie — Oh, dou't look vouiul in 
that way, please! (Roars of laughter.) 

Hon. Mr, lU)b,son-j.J[ mayi'beojnistakeu, 
but (Btill looking across the honse) I really 
thought you bad. 

Mr. Drake— Xo; none at all. 

llr. Duusnuiir aiiid be would aa soon see 
the promoters of the bill, build the road an 
do Bo himself. ItiWas a very small sum. ' 

Hon, Mr. Kobson — You will lend them 
the money il they cannot raise it? 

Mr, DunHUiuir (hesitating) — Well 

(laughter)— if they give mu good security, 
1 will. (Laughter.) 

SL. Maktiii — If the promoters areanxiouH 
to mnintaiu tlie snpreiuuey of the island, 
surely such a sniii as S1(I,000 ia a very 
small price whereby to nttaiuit. Why, they 
could recoup themselves within ii iiioutb. 
(Latigbter.) 

Mr. JIcTavish aaid if tho time for (he de- 
posit was limited to 30 days ^it would have 
tbe'etfedt of killing the bill. 

Mr. Pooley was sorry to hear the ronmrk, 
for it plainly showed him there was no 
money at the 'bottom of it. (Hear.; This 
was eitlier tne case or el.se tlio remark wuh 
a most indiscreet one. 
, Mr. T. Davie said it seemed to him that 
the time bad come when the government 
should take tho houae into its coufiJeuco 
and state whether it waa their intention to 
hold the general election before that time, 
(hear, hear,) bceiiusu it was just po.s.sible, 
he would, notsay probable, that ttiia .'scheme 
wuH tt huge electioneering dodge. (Cries of 
"Oh!" and laughter.) He thought the 
company could just aa well deposit tho 
money within ItO days as within '.10 days. 
Such deposit would place it beyond any 
possibility of its being ii political ilodge. 
Ho feared, however, that it was framed up- 
on the Supposition that the clectiiiiis would 
be held within the time liiuit, and he shonUl 
bo entirely controlled in voting upon the 
bill by tho way in which the government 
acted in regard to the ([uestion. 

The time for deposit was liuallj- fixed at 
sixty days, and that if such depoait were 
not made within that time the bill, should 
become aiilliBud void. 

Committee roHO and reported,, asking 
leave to sit again. 

A bill to auieud iiu act entitled ''luuuici- 
palities act ainenduient act," intriidnced by 
Mr. Orr, was read a first time and house

Smithe suggested that a committee bo 
formed to draft a bill prohibiting tho eni- 
ijluyiiiuiiL uf (Ihiuese ou luty works uiidor- 
tukeu under the charter of anv private 
bill. 

Mr. Orr moved to that etl'ect. 

Mr. Heaven doubted whether a bill could 
satisfactorily embody this provision. He 
did not think tho insertion of any restrict- 
ing clauses iua private bill would cause risk 
of disallowonce by the Domhiion govern- 
ment as the hotise had a manifest right to 
say upon what terms it should grant char - 
ters to cnni])auies whoso operations would 
be confined to the provinco. 

Hon. .Mr. Duck thought, clauses should 
be inserted — not i>f too stringmit a cliarae- 
ter— in each piivate bill as it came not by 
means of a special bill framed for the pur- 
pose which if disallowed would defeat the 
end the house had iu view and permit the 
oompauies to retain their charters iimd at 
the seme time employ Chinese. 

The motion was dropped.

In nniiul nnnibora wb boliove there are 
C4 hoiidea liceiiaed to retail litjuur witliiii 
tho corporate limits of Victoria. These 
pay $100 half-yearly for the privilege, the 
annual contribution to the civic funds 
from that aourco beini; about §12,800. 
Suppoao retail liconsDa were §500 per an- 
num, tlie income from that aourco would 
then bo S;i-J,000— ;v aum aufificient to meet 
many of tlie wants of the municipality. 
It would put tho civic treasury on its 
feat, so to speak, and make the conatruc- 
tion and repair of streets and sidewalks 
"a coraparativoly oaay matter, The pres- 
ent reveiuio ia largo; but a great portion 
of ii ia swallowod up in the neceaaary ex- 
penses of govornmout. The police and 
tiro dopartment re^iuire about ono-fourt)i 
of the whole to maintain them, while 
many necessary works have to ba delayed 
indefinitely or abandoned altogether. At 
this moment an aRitation is in progress 
for proliibitioii. 'I'hu iigitatioii is grow- 
ing and incroasiiif,' daily, and any man 
who should abut hia eyoa to ita inUueiice 
would be a very silly per-sun indeed. An 
other party are agitating for high licenae 
and between the two we deoidb in favor 
of those who believe that the latter is the 
best bocauae it ia the moat practical. It 
ia a thinu; within the power of the legis- 
lature til grant and the municipali- 
ties to adopt. The other is hedged 
about with all sorts of difficulties, 
and obstacles, unforeseen now, would 
interpose to prevent its succeBsfal working. 
■^Vhen Miss White was here we took the 
same ground — much to that excellent lady's 
disappointment — and there has- since oc- 
curred nothing that is caleulateil to shake 
our contiilc'iice in tho selieme. AVo look up 
ou it as the only reasouabl-) and natural ao 
lution of the vexed liquor ciui'stioii. .V short 
time ago TUe Colonist gave some statistics 
o( tho working of high licenses at Clyeago 
"We have since come across the otUcial tig 
iires of tho result. These dirtbr somewhat 
from those previously given; but the results 
are the same. It appears from the returns 
that before the adoption of the $S00 li^ 
cense ia Chicago the revenue derived from 
saloons was seldom over $'200, 000. For in- 
stance, in I88li it was $195, •lOU and then 
were 3,l)r.l*8aloons. Chicago had beconiH « 
by-word for its j)rortigacy aud drunkenness 
In 1885, under iiigb liceuse the revenue was 
$1,721, 171, and the uuryiber of .saloons :(,- 
075. Chicago bus recovered to a great ex- 
tent from tho Ijlight which threatened to be 
her ruin. Suppose prohibition bad been 
tried instead of high license. Chicago 
would be as badly off as before 1.S83, aud 
might be worse. It would be less likely to 
succeed in Chicago. This is not all. New 
York made a report as to revenue derived 
from its licenses. In tho largest city in the 
oounjry the paltry sum o( SlO'i,:!!)"..')!) was 
collected.

Tho 
publication of these statisticB has created 
tho liveliest interest in tho United States, 
aud ft strong ijopnlnr movement in favor of 
high license is making hopeful progress. 
Temperance reformers have instituted a 
series of meetings in New York city, and 
have drawn an elaborate bill for the regula 
tion of the liquor traffic, the main leaturo of 
which is a graded system of high license. 
It proviuon ..a e.\ci8e board in each city, 
village and town in the state, the members 
of which sliall hold no other ottice, who may 
grant licenses and exercise a sort of super' 
visory control over the excise system of tho 
municipality in which they are chosen. Th 
license fees are to go to tho treasuries of the 
cities, villages and towns where they lire 
collected, a portion of thy proceeds in each 
case to be. paid into the county treasury for 
the support of _ paupers. The fees for li- 
censes are graded as follows:

High license is an experiment, but a sue- 
cessfpl experiment, where it has besu tried 
longest and most vigorously enforced. But, 
like other experiments iu invention, in 
business and iu legislation, perfection was 
not reached at the lirsl effort Iu every 
ulate adopting a high license' systeni suc- 
cessive- amendments to tho laws for that 
purpose have been necessary to render them 
practicable and to simplify their oijc-ru- 
tions. 

THE DEBATE ON TUE ADDRESS. 

The debate on tho address in reply to 
the speech from tho throne was opened 
by Mr. Everett, tho now member for St. 
,John oity and county, New Hrunawiok. 
lio claimed the usual indulgence of the 
houae on account of his youthfulneas as 
a member, but certainly did not teem to 
require it, aa he rattled along for an hour 
in good stylo. Mr. Ward, tho new mem- 
ber for East Durham, aeeonded the ad 
dresa. Ilia etl'urt wag not as successful as 
the mover's: but he will have abundant 
opportunities to improve, as. ho is said to 
be the youngeet but one member in tho 
houao. Mr. Blake followed in one of the 
worst speeches ho ever delivered. It pre- 
tended to be huinorona, but tho wit waa 
very far-fetched. Not Finding anything 
in the speech he copld cavil at, ho content- 
ed himself with baiting Sir John on the 
recent cabinet changes. The newly- 
appointed ininistors took the thing in 
good part, eapecially Hon. Mr. Thompson, 
the new niiniatur of juatice. Much in- 
terest was '^elt in this gentleman's appear- 
ance, as he is quite a stranger to the fed- 
eral pari iment. He has the appearance 
of being a 6^hterj^ .and Mr. Bluke may 
find he has tackled- the wrong customer 
before the aeaaion terminates. Sir John 
made an etfecti\;D reply, in the course of 
which he gave, tho opposition leader a 
sound drubbing for his unstatesmanlike 
obaervationa. Tho debate finished that 
evening, and all the paragraphs in tho 
address were passed. 

TUE noLTEUa. 

There ia ccuiaidoruble talk about tho 
lobbies respucting "the bolters," as the 
recalcitr>nit bleua who took up the Kiel 
cry are called. \ latest calculation places 
their number at twonty nnn; but it is 
thought before they havo un opportunity 
of placing thetnaelvea on record that there 
will be dofectionc from their ranks. 
Everybody expected that they would 
move ah amendment (o the address;:but 
Mr. Blake advised them not to do so, as 
he was not going to touch tho question 
until all tho popora were brought down, 
and seemingly they have taken his ad- 
vice.

When the debate on the address in the 
senate was in progreis Senator Scott, the 
leader of tho opposition, had the manli- 
ness to affirm that hia views with regard 
to tho C. P. R. had been considerably 
modifled during the paat year. lie ac- 
knowledged that tho objections urged 
against the rapid construction of the rail- 
way were not sound, that tho policy which 
had boon adopted was tho right one, and 
he believed tho railway had a bright fu- 
ture before it. Tiiia outspoken opinion 
by a leading member of the oppoaition 
goes a long way to palliate the contumely 
lieaped on the government for their en- 
terprising policy witii regard to the great 
transcontinental railway. Another feather 
in their cap, it ia openly stated, will bo 
tho return within the next few weeks by 
the C. P. 11. Company of the §20,000,000 
borrowed last year from the government. 
The road, no far, haa exceeded tho fondeat 
expectations of its promoters, its atock 
haa gone up, and the company is on such 
a financial basis that it does not reciuire 
the borrowed money, and will return it. 
This will bo news which ciumot but re- 
joice the heart of every true Canadian.

In 
reply to enquiries the earl stated that Lord 
Dutferin, Indian viceroy, did not consider 
the posifion of affairs at Y'enithemon in 
Biirmah as seriously alarming, although it 
bud been reported that the place was be- 
sieged by tlOOO rebels, aiuUieneral I'rondev- 
gast bad been sent with 300 liritish troops 
to relieve it. The earl's motion was 
adopted. 

Jlr. l.aboncliero, during the afternoon 
ilebato ou the govornmeiii civil service 
i stiniates moved to reduce the grant for 
maintenance of parks belonging to or used 
exclusivoly by royalty or ineniborK of the 
royal family. The motion caused a lively 
controversy, but it was tiually carried 
against the govcrnmont by a vote of 131 to 
I U. 

AUSTIIIA. 
VtKNNA, March 11. — Count Bylandt- 
llheydt, imperial minister of war, has 

issued inatructiona to all commanders of 
corps in Austria- Ii ungary to order un 
enforcement uf the study of (Jerman 
among all the troops. The count com- 
plaina that tho use of local dialects among 
these soldiers has greatly increased of 
late. The Czechs, meanwhile, are stead- 
fast in adhering to their own language. 
They demand that the words uf command 
in tho landatrum shall be given to Ozech 
troons in their own tongue. 

A petition of tho old Catholics of lio 
heinia to have a professor of oldvCatholie 
theology appointed in tiie faculty of tho 
univoraity of Prague has been rejected. 
I Tho Tagblatt states that a movement 
! has boon organized in Uiisaia to convurt 
to the (ireek church Catholic Czechs in 
the Auatro-lluiigarian empire. Tho chief 
missionary of this movement in Austria, 
it alleges, is an Austrian named Dosregan 
sky. Ue is anid to have already converted 
fifty fainiliea in N'lonna alone. The Tag- 
blatt declares that 50,000 roubles lum 
already been subscribed in liustiia and 
sent to help tho work of proselyting in 
Austria. 

MONACO 
Mo.NTi; Cahi.c>, March 11. — An investi- 
gation into the railroad disaster at Monte 
Carlo dhows that the accident was duo to 
the neglect of two station-roastera, each 
of whom while operating from opposite 
ends of that part of the line which was 
a single track waa guilty of the aanie act 
of carelesaneaa. One aunt the iMentoue 
train on to Monte Carlo and tho other 
sent the Monte Carlo train towards Men- 
tone without first inquiring if the single 
llnu iif raiU ivtts cloar. Tho moiit extru- 
ordinary featura of tho disaster is tho fact 
that of an ciu;ro French family, who 
were touring together in one of the 
coavlios, wero thrown down llio cliff and 
not one waa killed or fatally injured, al- 
though all had their legs broken. 

IRELAND. 

Duiii.i.v, March II. — A iiiocting at the 
Mansion houae to-day waa called to de- 
vise means for tho ruliof uf tlie distreas 
prevailing among the poor of the city, 
was ottonded by the distinguished people 
of the capital. Among those present 
wero Earl and Countess of Aberdeen, who 
drov(; in slate frnni the viceroy's ro.ii- 
dence at Dublin castle. They wero loudly 
cheered along the route und received with 
enthusiaam by the aaseniblage. At 
the Mansion house the lord mayor pre- 
sided over the meeting and he read let- 
ters from Archbishop Walsh and others, 
regretting their iuability to be present 
and oncloBing cheeks amounting to L'400. 
The Earl of Aberdeen, iu hia address, ex- 
pressed hia sympathy with the dislreaaed 
people of Ireland. Archbiahnp I'lunkett, 
Bishop Donnelly, Michael Davitt and 
othera also spoke. A committee was ap- 
pointed to to receive donations, and a 
resolution cordially thanking the lord- 
lieutenant for his attendance wae adopted.

When the fact of ihero being quartz 
rich ill free gold became known at the 
second crossing (Farwell) • through the 
medium of specimens from various claims, 
a L'reat number o£^ men started, fop the 
Pelid by riverjand.^Blioria. ''jOwiiig;. how- 
ever, to the almost insurmountable 'difH- 
cultiea — the river booming and tho dense 
scrub on tiio shore— a lar^jo mumhur of 
these elected to turn hack and await tbe 
cuttini; of a trail which it was rumored 
the gold ciiinnuaaioner for the district 
(Mr. A. W. Vowell)had in contemplaiiion. 
Those parties who got through secured 
claims and did some work in opening 
them up. Towards the middle of Octo- 
ber the trail was cut through from Far- 
well, to La Porte or tho Columbia river, 
from whence a portion of the old trail 
from Seymour bay to McCuUagh creek 
was utilized. This work in 18C5 is said 
to have cost the government ecuie §350,- 
000; it crosses the Seymour river, a con- 
siderablo stream, abounding in lish. 
Many parties went in over it when com • 
ploted, but the lateness of Ibt- neanOii and 
the knowtedt,'t> that the snow would bu ra- 
ther low on the summit.^ deterred many 
from goiug. Those, however, who persist- 
ed ill having a look at the embryo Virginia 
l!ity were rewarded for their "grit." the 
Huow not commenoing to full in tho Uround 
Hog Basin until the second week in Nov- 
ember. The height of tho annimit nl the 
"Basin" is estimated at some (lOOH fent 
above sea level. The whole of MeCuUough 
creek has been taken' up for the purpose of 
mining on the bedrock, liarrett's party se- 
curing ground nlnrnt two luiloK (roiu tho 
mouth, where a shaft was bottomed in the 
early days on lieavy t^old, but abaudoned 
in conse(iuenee of water being too strong. 
They started a tunnel last full and expect 
atSllO feet to "strik<' it." Uelow this claim 
I.yous and partners have secured one ami 
ptie'-half miles of ground, which thoy in- 
tend operating with tluiuing. The balance 
of the creek has been taken up by various 
parties. The outlay in Barrett 's has beeti 
considerable; it is worked by three sliifts 
of men. Should this coinpauy pet on gold, 
of which there can bo no (|Ueslion but that 
tliey will. th(! whole creek will ho denuded 
ot its bidden treasure. MeMillun and party 
ou French creek, likewise started in tho fall 
and have been doing dead work all tbi' win- 
ter. Ou French creek a large cinantity i>f 
grouiul has also been taken up 
for hydraulic sluicing purposes ; 
a thorough to.st of the gravel has been made 
ou the bendhes. from which an average of G 
cents to the pan oau. be got all through. 
When it js retqembared, that .a mill to -the 
dish will 'give a go-o'd'atieonnt'bf itself, there 
should be a fftir future for tho place in this 
branch of mining alone, Th«re is little 
to be fertreil of it junctions ever being ap- 
plied for in that locality on account of "tail- 
ings." .\ large area has heiiii taken up on 
Cairns and Uowiiie creeks for hydraulic 
work, al\d the parties interested are now in 
Hau Francisco for piirposi' of getting 
the uecoss.ny outlit. Tiie trail from Far- 
well eriiSije.H these creeks and leiulers to 
bridge- theui have beeuciiUed for. It would 
not re(jiure a very liu-ge onflny to ecinvurt 
the present trail into a wagon road. The 
majority of the quartz of the distriot is ola 
dark brown color, honeycombed and rotten. 
There is .ilso an abnndauce of rose, white 
and ribbon q\inrtz. Most of the rock carries 
rich Bulplntretrt and free yold. Two of thti 
claims taken up show a hi.v'h grade of 
galena at a depth of 18 feet, one vein near- 
ly three feet wide, and an assay gives Sl'iii 
in silver and §7.50 in gold. The walls of 
these ledges are slate and jiorphyi-y. The 
casings of the various qiir.rli'. lodes are slate 
and granite and slate and porphyry. Trac s 
of limestono can also be seen in connection 
■with tho country where thi- gaioua bus been 
discovered. .Mlogother some 10 or ■'50 olaiuiH 
have been taken up. In many instances 
the leads can bo traced for miles. Tho 
granite country meeta tho slate at or near 
McCullagh creek. There can bo little 
doubt that ^this; plaee would have re 
mainod unworkeff in the matter of its 
quartz lodes perhaps for all time had not 
-tile construction of tho Canadian Pacific 
railway atforded au easy moans of traniit 
for machinery, which can now be got into | 
tho "Bend" with comparative ease. 

Some of tho high otlicials lately con- 
nected with tho Canadian Pacific railway 
I)ropo8o cutting a wagon road from the 
mouth of McCullagh creek to the Ground 
tlog Basin. Tho following returua have 
been received since I last wrote you: 
McNitty, Reed A Macarthur, -13.^* ounces 
of gold to the ton, or in the neighborhood 
of 8800; Burretta, gltO. I believe this 
was sent to Jersey City. There are sev- 
eral returns of work yet to come, tho re- 
sults of which I will acquaint you when 
you arrive. One thing ia certain — the 
quartz is there, both in tiuantily and 
()uality, and when the mining season of 
188G fairly opens. there ia very little room 
for question that one of the biggest min- 
ing cainpa British Columbia has ever 
boasted will bo in the Big Bend country.

The annual report of the commissioner 
of inland revenue shows the total sum to 
{•0,017,635 Tho increase of §775,885 
over tho previous year occurred chiefly in 
respect of spirits, tobacco and cigars.

I'liore 
waa a decrease in returns on public works 
to tho amount of S!105,4G3, more than a 
third of this amount being due to de- 
crease on canal tolls.

§10,000, on coal J8,400 Tho increase of 
excise on spirits alone was §070,531. Re- 
ferring to the consumption of spirits, 
however, the commissioner says: "It is 
pleasitig to note that after reducing all 
spirituous and malt liquors and wines — 
doinoalio and foreign— to the basis of al- 
cohol, tho allowancu per head of tho pop- 
ulation does not exceed throe-quarters 
of a gallon per annum, barely one third 
the quantity per head consumed through- 
out Kurope."

No country ia better supplied vrith 
medicinal as well as poisonous herbs 
as India. Along waysides and ditches 
harmless looking plants tloiirisli abund- 
antly, yet po.s.scasing some straii.ge and 
some of the mo.st doatlly (|iialiiit!s. A 
plant, called tho uiadar, from two to 
four feet high, grows in isolated groups 
along roadsides and in opeij sunny 
place. It is f.oft and branching, with 
broad, thick, daik-groeu leaves cov- 
ered with down, and large white waxen 
flowers, faintly tinged with pink toward 
tho"contcr. The first time 1 discoveretl 
it to have a curative value was on gel- 
ting a siuaiued thumb through an up- 
set of my dog cart, ciitising swelling of 
tho whole hand with sovoro pain. Whilo 
trying in vain all the ordinary homo 
rosoureus tny bearer ,lhoti, who stood a 
stoicid witnosa of tho ejaculations ami 
contortions which tho pain and fail tiro 
of remedies elicited, at length suggested 
tho madar leaf. 

Glad of any clianco, though placing 
little faith in his no.'>tfuin, I agreed 
readily; and ho soon aijjjoarcd with a 
madrtv loaf, whii^li he-.ipplied hot to tho 
hand and tietl linuly round. Thu relief 
seemed aliiio.st to begin from the iiionieiit 
of apijlication, aud in a (|uarter of au 
hour the puin liad nearly subsided, 
while the hand felt more elastic with the 
rapid decrease of the swelling. In an 
hour or two thoro was no per- 
ception of pain Inft, and tho hand felt 
KUich liko tho oth(>r except fur a lilth; 
slilVnurts. K'cH'iiiiig on tlio leaf, by his 
advice, for l wonty-foiir hours, with oiio 
or two fresli (■haiigos during that time, 
there appeared afterward a minute crop 
of watery pustules, which itched for a 
day or two and then disa]Ji)oiired. No 
trace of pain or swelling remained. 
After such an oxiierionco my incredulity 
in native remedies wassoraowbat .shaken 
and the -splaiit, which had hitherto 
seemed but a ii.seloss weed, iu)w rose 
into new iiilonwt. Tlie hurry of the 
native for liis madar leaf, his neem-tree 
leaf or bark for poultices, his castor- 
leaf, etc., for .sprains andswetUngs, now 
savored less tome of native simplicity, 
and in.s])ired a desire to tost their reino 
dies bcloro conilcnming them. On other 
occasions 1 li:ivi' used the iiiiidar loaf 
with the .same icstiU, often wondering 
whether its efliciiey were known to our 
medical faculty, oi- ever tested for eiii- 
ployuicnl in a wider or uioro scioniilic 
sense. 

But it is the milk of the madar which, 
like tho poppy, contains its strangest 
and most powerful property, and exudes 
abundantly on the slightest scratch ot 
its succulent loaf or .stem. When dried 
in the sun, 1 lie milk becomes hard and 
brittle. The natives profess to use ii 
for any obstinate sore, L'specially in the 
nostril, and it was when used for this 
ostensible purpose that I witnessed its 
effects among my i^ervnnf.s, caused either 
from absorptiou in the blood or acciden- 
tal swallowing. Finding thekliansainah 
absent one evening from duty at din 
ner, and the maaalohio arrayed in his 
pugri otliciating for liim, 1 learned that he 
was in a very bad way from accidentally 
swallowing some of the madar milk, 
which he bad'applied to a soro in his 
nostril. With some fear, from the de- 
scription given, that he might be poisoned 
and as he was an old and valued serv- 
ant, I loft dinner and went to see him. 
He was sitting in frcjnt of tho cooking- 
house, with his Taee liuried in his hands, 
in an attitude of the deepest dejection, 
from which nothing could rouse biin or 
elicit a word of answer to my inquiries. 

In eight or ten minutes tho lirst 
change .1 noticed was a slight niovomenf 
of the head to one side and ii distiiut 
leer at his follow-sevants who were 
standing by. This was repented in a 
few seconds, and fg.iin at lo.s.soning in- 
tervals, accompanied by sounds of sup- 
pressed chuckling, as if the whole affair 
wore a grand joke which he wiis playing 
at the expense of tlioso present. ,'<liortIy 
tho leers, which expressed tho most in- 
tense mirth, developed into hursts of 
laughter loud and ecstatic, with looks of 
indescribable enjoyment, .and I lit'gaii 
to doubt whether, after aii wo were not 
being fooled. Tho "blowing up," liow- 
ever, which I began to give him re- 
ceived no notico — if anytliiiig, ii 
seemed to increase his merriment ; but 
whilo 1 yot stood by tho fits of laughter 
grew less violent, the merriment de- 
creased, soon cea.sod altogether, aud tho 
fit of depre&siou supervened. This 
lasted for about a quarter of an hour, 
and then the hilarious mood gradually 
came on as before, but always of less 
duration than the depression mood. 
The paroxynis continued for some hours, 
till at last tho man fell into a deep 
sleep. Next morning lie was at his 
work as usual, none the worse, looking 
fresh as ever, bat without any recollec- 
tion of his exhibition tho night before. 

As on several occasions I had found 
one or other of tho servants in tho 
same state, 1 began to wonder wliollier 
it was ".sores in tlio nostrils" or whether 
the drug had not been taken to produce 
the effect 1 had witnessed. 'I'ho in- 
quiries I made brought no confirmation 
of tho suspicion or showed that the drug 
was known or used for that purpose. 
However that niiiy bo, tho fretitient re- 
currence of the accidont with tho .sanio 
individuals and on .so improbable a pre- 
tense, forced thu iiiferenco lluit the 
madar was used as an intoxicant. One 
peculiarity of it was that highly excit- 
ing or intoxicating though it sccuicd, 
there was no visible reaction of nervous 
depression,, disordered stomach, etc. , as 
in the case of intoxicating liquors. The 
terrible effects of larger quantities on 
the brain, on which it seems to act, may 
bo imagined. 

it is stated by the naf ives as a familiar 
fact that if a ju'oho is foi-med from a mixt- 
ure of thu madar milk witha pounded rtit- 
tee-seed — a recognized weight of the 
country used by jewelers— dried and 
liardended in the sun, and if the skin 
ba pricked with this antl llie point loft., 
death will follow iiniiei-ceptibly and pain- 
lessly in two Of three days, leaving no 
trace of the caii.se medically or (jllier- 
wise but the faintest speck liko a mos- 
quito bite where the skin was probed.

Cruel Tiealiiiuiil of ii Dt iiieiit- 
tul WoMiaii by her Iiii»liuu4l, 

A Pittsburg dispatch says: I nfonua- 
lion was lodged against a man named 
Groger by Mrs. Hose and Mrs, -yweet- 
land, of Kouesville, Pa., yestfrday 
afternoon, and a permit was obtained 
to remove Mrs. Groger to the county 
poorhouse. The story told by these 
men, who carefully investigated the 
case, ia of revolting character, and 
charges crime on the psrt of the hus- 
band and his brother. The couple were 
married about twenty years ago, when 
Mrs Groger was quite young, under 
cii'cumslancps not creditable to Groger, 
About five yours ago the wife of Enie- 
line lost her reason. The husband tlitn, 
as alleged, coiitiiied her in the old mill 
structure on Pitt Hole Creek, fully a 
mile distant from any other human 
habitation. Ho has kept a flock of 
sheep on ihti place, and in cold weath- 
er lliey shared the crazy old structure 
with the woman. While they have 
made the place horribly iilthj, they 
have s:ill been of service, to the wo 
man, for with no tire she has been com 
pelted to huddle with the fleeced ani- 
mals to keep from freezing. She says 
her mind i;leared up about two years 
ar'o, and that since that time she can 
reiiioiiiber everything that lias hapfien- 
ed. The only food she was given was 
corn meal and water. The woman had 
no clothing or covering but an old buf- 
falo robe with nearly all the fur worn 
oft, When the relief party arrived 
some dirty bed-clothing was found 
which had not previously been there, 
aud o h r' iljin<:s which showed that 
Groger had tried to put a uiore favora- 
ble aspect on the case. Groger alleges 
on his part, that the woman was not 
insane when imprisoned, but merely 
devilish, and tiial she tore her elotliiiig 
ott'and behaved very badly. Hence, lie 
put her ill this kennel to quell her tur- 
hulent spirit. Me further alleges that 
he was willing to take her home to his 
father's, in Plumer, if she would be- 
have herself. Mrs. Groger was taken 
to Franklin She has the appearance 
of a sane woman, but bears tokens of 
bestial treatment. Her body and limbs 
are swollen, and she has an abscess on 
her side of a painful character. Groger 
has been released on ^'200 bail, as the 
charges do not entail severe punish- 
ment. The feeling against him is very 
iiigh.

Tlio inliiibllants of thnt uniittractivo 
village are by no ine;iiis poverty-stricken, 
howover. Tlioy ail have ready money 
and many of thoni more than a sudlci- 
ency of it' tlioiigli their dwolllngs and the 
furnishings thereof uro primitive in tliu 
extreme. Family ptide la as nimpiint 
there as In th e houses that line tlio broader 
and stra'jiiiter avoiuies of the city. 

In'onboj' tlie huts, in the lower part ot 
Shant5' Tuwii, there is a physical mon- 
strosity that would make the heart of a 
dime museum man leap with joy and 
exclto the.llvellest Interest ot the scien- 
tist. Playing with the children and dogs 
of that delectable locality Is a child six 
years of age, whoso head when ho -was 
ten months old measured twenty-two and 
half Inches in circumference; 

In company with a - physician, whose 
past services had placed - him on a 
familiar footing with the family, a Tri- 
bune reporter went the other day to view 
the young man thns alUlutcd with the big 
head. 

"Sure, Doctor, an' I'm very bad," re- 
sponded the mistress of the shanty In" 
reply to the usual inquiries. "I have the 
'malary orful and my nerves are all un- 
strung." 

iMrs. Murphy had lurge, clear, blue eyes, 
and her fiiue ^jhowocl the rolics ot youth- 
ful beauty, but a heavy diagonal sciir 
aeross her upi)er Up had drawn it partly 
out of shape. 

"How is WlliioV" asked the doctor. 
" I want to laeiisure his tiead aguin." 
• Willie loddluil up the walk at this 
polut to answer for liimself. 

Ho was certiiirdy a most remarkable 
specimen of huniatiity. His slender 
limbs sliook under the wulglit of his 
enormous bead. The neck and lower 
part of the head were unusually small, 
but above a plimc ])assliig tlirough ' the 
eyes and upper part ot llio ears the skull 
llarod out like the sides of a woU-fHIed 
balloon, running out to u oiroiimferenL'e 
of twenty-six and one-half Inches, and up 
to a height of live or six inches.

Half the contents 'of "the growler" 
were poured out into' a cup and thecnilor.s 
. drank to the health of the daughter in 
Yonkers and the future conversion of lier 
young man who "wasn't a Cath'lie." 

"Tliat woman is as honest as the day 
is long," said the doctor, as the two 
Kcrauibied down to civilization again. 
" Shu pays 2ash always and In advance. 
Many is tlie time I've boon rung up and 
found her at the .door waving three dol- 
lars ' at me when she knows that my 
charge Is only two dollars a visit. She 
paid her lawyer '$60 in less than a week 
once. ■ The ground rent for that shanty is 
$130 a year but -sibo" hasn't $5 worth of 
furnltun hi It,. as y.QU see."

A NEWOMZE fOE THE UPIES, 

.Tlowers Made From 'Costly .TIsano Papev 
., Qult«tlie Proper Fashtou. - 

Making artificial llowors out of tissue 
paper Is all the rage now among the 
young ladles," said u member of a firm 
-(dealing in tissue paper to a reporter, 
"and so great is the demand that large 
quantities are imported. 

"A deep red shade used in making 
Jacqueminot roses costs 10 cents a slieet 
and $22.50 a ream. It is Imported and Is' 
a very dllflcult color to obtain. The 
number of dllTerent shades now made In 
this tissue paper reuehes 1*25 and they aro 
finely graded. 

""I'he variety of pretty articles that 
can easily be. made Is equally great. An 
excellent outfit of materials can be bought 
wlth^a-few dollars', and. Indeed, we have 
outllts prepared, without the paper, for 
even half a dollar." 

-**Isit difficult to learn to make these 
flowers?" . 

"Notntall. Tlf6 ladles become nuite 
prondent In the work after a little pra<'- 
tlce. The choice of the flower to bo re- 
produced In paper must of course depend 
upon th^usQto bo made of It. If it is for 
room decoration' It may be larger, fuller 
and loss phiborato than If It is to be worn. 

" For instance, the daisy always looks 
well, wlielher in bunches or ndxod with 
other llowors. As it 1?^ easily made It Is a 
good llownr to begin on. It can be made 
of any size, and wli(>n once the exact 
pattern has boon taken, which is done by 
trar-lng from figures tluit are found in the 
book of designs, It can be varhid to suit 
tlio tuste, taking the appearance of a ful- 
ly opened llowcr, oi' by simply pinching 
the iMsca together of a bud. 

" In making this, as in making all 
paper flowers, thin wire is needed to 
supjiort the paper stem, and occasionally 
a little wool cotton to give tlw raised ap- 
pearance which is necessary to produce a 
perfect rosidl. 

" In making a daisy the most dcii.d- 
whitt) pciper should be sclcelcd. Then, 
luiving decided upon the si/.c of the 
llower, earerully f.illow tin; outlines of 
tlie U^avos witii a sei-sors. 

••To give It the a ppca ranee of ri'ality, 
press lightly in straight lines, cither wiili 
tilt! scissors' ])nint or ,( pin, tin eai-li leaf, 
and tbiMi carefully fasten the yellow heart 
in tlie ceidcr. with gum. it Is luadt? 
lirintir by rumiing the wire of the stalk 
slightly into it. 

"White jasmine is another simple 
flower to make. A beglruicr woidil do 
well after making a daisy to attempt a 
jasmine by copying It from nature. The 
.same while and tlie same shade of greiMi 
would look admirable. 

".Another llowcr easily made Is the t ulip. 
It ju'csents only oni> foria of leaf. The 
greatest latitude Is possible, also, in 
point of ('(dor, fcu' the worker can adapt 
the shades and suvaks to sidt Individual 
taste." 

" Isn't tho rose much more dilTicult to 

iniikeV" 

"Not SO much as, you would imagine. 
Tho number of leaves must, ot coui«o, 
depend on the size of the rose d'-i.'rod. 

"The flrst thing to do, after cutting 
them oiit, Is to make a firm htdl of cotton 
wool for the center and gum the smallest 
leaves to It. Then one by one gum tho 
larger, ones round this central foundation. 

"The bud is very easily made, tho only 
dlflfereheo boing that tho centre wad of 
cotton is long instead of roinid and thnt 
in working it tho leaves should bo pinched 
a little upwards and inwards. 

"Tho moss rosi -eipiires nu>i'i> skill. 
A little coaxing is needed in si't lling the 
leaves, and the delicate cares can only bo 

given In aoeordanoe with individual tusto 
and Judgment,- It is very handsome in 
pure-white tissue paper, the outer moss 
cup of dark green and. the innermost 
heart of tho bud hi delicate pink. 

"In making this there is a great op- 
portunity for the display of individual 
taste, for although every one would say 
n rose Is white or rod, a dclicato observer 
knows that those colors inelude shades 
and gradations of every variety, and thus 
in able hands the rose will become u mar- 
vel ot delicate work.'' — [N. Y. Mail and 
Express.
